THE VINERY. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
irish Times, the Garden Correspondent 
gavs :— 

Having kept the vines as free of excitement 
as possible in the unheated house, the 
time has come when they will no longer 
be denied genial grewing conditions. The 
object now is to push them on and over 
what is invariably a critical period for 
another month at least. To this end 
reasonably early ventilation should be 
given, at the apex of the roof only, and 
the ventilator should be closed again suffi- 
ciently early to enclose sutheat to kee 
things comfortable through the night. 
Hard nights are the danger, especially 
with vines near the roof; but they would 
be better if trained to the wires a foot 
below. With fairly genial weather a 
healthy, humid atmosphere can be main- 
tained by sprinkling floor and walls at 
closing time, but syringing the vines is 
scarcely advisable at present,

CALL FOR PRUDENCE. 


At a specially convened meeting of the 
Standing Committee of the United Farmers’ 
Protection Association, in Wynn's Hotel, 
Dublin, on Thursday last, over which Mr. 
Thomas O'Donnell, barrister- at-law (chairman) 
presided, a number of resolutions adopted by 
branches of the organisation were reviewed, 
and urdered to be submitted to the Govern- 
ment, with a request that the desired action 
would be taken without delay. 

Further resolutions were proposed and 
adopted by the meeting calling upon all 
branch and county cemmittees to move siow!ly 
and with prudence, and to discourage doubtful 
or hasty action of a public nature pending 
reference to the Standing Committee; post- 

ning to another date the meeting arranged 
so the 18th inst.; requesting the Govern- 
ment to defer until October next: the ap- 
proaching Local Government elections, and 
meantime to enact a measure abolishing the 
system of proportional representation, and 
extending the franchise to the general election 
basis, and deploring the nonsense exhibited 
over the striking of the county rates for 
social services. 

With a view of absorbing many hundreds 
of the unemployed now existing upon doles. 
home help and other forms of relief, it was 
decided to ask the responsible authorities 
thruughout the country to take immediate 
steps to promote the cutting, saving and 
stocking of turf, for the parpose of providing 
adequate supplies of fuel to our cities, towns, 
public institutions and private homes now 
deyendent upon the uncertain and expensive 
medium of imported coal.
